The City Council approved the Tentative Tract Map 
of these sub-dividers, with 24 conditions. The “Citizens 
for a Safe and Beautiful Sierra Madre,” of which Jan 
Maddox and Ed Wagner are executive members, ac¬ 
cumulated funds within their organization to hire at¬ 
torneys and specialists, which caused the City Coun¬ 
cil to rescind its approval. Huntington Construction 
Company going to Court received a verdict that the 
City Council of Sierra Madre, must return to its ori¬ 
ginal decision to approve the Tentative Tract Map. 


March 24th was given as the final Appeal date for the 
City, who feeling that the 24-points was as complete 
for Safety and Welfare of the subdivision and adja¬ 
cent property, declined to appeal. This action delayed 
the Huntington Construction Co. in presenting its 
Final Tract Map, and costs of attorney fees, court 
costs and over a year’s delay in construction and its 
increased costs. 

The entire action cost an estimated $30,000 and gained 
absolutely NOTHING for any parties concerned.

Due to an untimely rain in April of 1965, while the 
Tract was under construction, damage was caused 
to adjacent homes through the entrance of mud, 
water and debris. Most of these suits have been 
settled or dismissed against both the insurance 
companies of the City and the Subdividers. Jan 
Maddox and Edmond Wagner, in conjunction with 
the committee for “Citizens for a Safe and Beau¬ 
tiful Sierra Madre” harrassed the Council by seek¬ 
ing and promoting BAD publicity for our city. 
Members of the committee proceeded to parade 
before the Council in raincoats and boots and car¬ 
rying shovels and-placards, further causing bad 
publicity and feeling between the City and the 
Subdividers. 

Although the Sierra Madre Estates was constru(?i- 
ed under an Ordinance, co-authored and pioneered 
by one Jan Maddox, she claims, its entire construc¬ 
tion was heavily criticized. To remedy the defects 


in this Ordinance Jan Maddox was again placed on 
the committee that formulated and presented 
the CUP Ordinance which was passed by the City 
Council at a cost of over $3,500, long after that 
tract was declared completed. This Ordinance is 
supposed to correct the defects of all other Ordi¬ 
nances. 

The Subdividers of Sierra Madre Estates were sub¬ 
jected to having their property taken off the mar¬ 
ket by the California Real Estate Commission, 
causing them much loss in sales and interest costs. 
Harrassment at Council meetings by this group, 
caused the owners of the subdivision to “bow their 
necks” and refuse many things that will eventual¬ 
ly be done to enable them to sell their property. 

This wrangling has held up the development of 
the tract, costing the subdividers many thousands 


of dollars. It has held up development, costing the 
Taxpayers many hundreds of dollars in assessed 
valuations. Further, through negotiations and in 
an attempt to protect the welfare and safety of ad¬ 
jacent properties the City Council spent in excess 
of $14,000. 

Actually, very little, or NOTHING was accom¬ 
plished through these costs, as all of the work done 
would have had to be done in any event by the sub¬ 
dividers to dispose of their property. The final de¬ 
cision of the Council was that all further damage 
in following rains was, and will be, contained with¬ 
in the tract. As stated by many, the bad publicity 
created by this group was not only costly to the 
subdividers but filtered throughout many real 
estate and business sales in the community, plac¬ 
ing much question in the minds of prospctive pur¬ 
chasers.

I was both amazed and 
dismayed at your comments 
made at the Public Meeting 
held March 31, 1966, at the 
Sierra Mesa Schools.

Diner. 

Not only are the efforts of 
fathers responsible for the 
present good shape of the 
existing diamonds, but they 
have recently enlarged the 
storage and concessions 
stands. 

At present there are two 
diamonds, but the second 
one is only for fielding 
practice, with not enough 
space for batting. There is 
great need for another dia¬ 
mond, but it will require a 
heap of work from volun¬ 
teers to make it.
